1. Claims 11-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
remarks in the reply filed September 22, 2008, are persuasive. While Wolf discloses 
buffing to remove excess non-stick material "so that the finished or final surface 29 
comprises mainly areas of the non-stick agent surrounding points of 'islands' of the 
sprayed material" [3:52 ff.], the reference neither teaches nor suggests the claimed step 
of "(f) smoothing the impregnated metal-ceramic layer by removing the upstanding 
peaks of metal ceramic to provide a non-stick surface defined by flat bare metal-ceramic 
portions and flat impregnated cured release agent areas substantially co-planar 
therewith." Consequently, the pending claims are patentable over the prior art.
